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S. I. Hayakawa recently resurrected the idea of 
an English Language Institute authorized to bring some 
order into the chaotic spelling and grammar of our 
native tongue. It would be enough simply to sanction 
the use of simpler forms without proscribing present 
forms. A beginning reform might be made with that 
bane of immigrant and young student alike, the obso- 
lete and uneconomic ‘‘gh’’ construction. Consider 
taught and bought, or daughter, laughter, slaughter, 
or yet, through, thorough, though, tough, thought, not 
to mention bough, cough, dough - rough stuff, had 
enough? 

In a study of sixty-seven (67) ‘‘gh’’ words (fifty- 
five everyday, nine occasional, and three antique), I 
found forty-eight suited to the very stableite, ate, aw, 
and uff. constructions, seven (draught, night, tonight, 
through, though, thorough, borough) already had alter- 
nate spellings in various degrees of disrepute, eight 
more were amenable to reasonable spellings. 
Brougham, knight, and playwright I felt were antique 
and picturesque enough to keep for historical reasons. 
Of these sixty-six, only five changes caused them to 
conflict with established words of different meaning 
(sight vs. site) but only one (might vs. mite) troubles 
me, The word ‘‘right’’ is too important to change and 
I will not be responsible for people who confuse rights 
with rites,
